Warm wave will cross west 
of Rockies about 17, great central valleys 18, eastern states 21. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies country about 20, great 
central valleys 22, eastern states 24. 
Special feature of this disturbance will be its low average 
temperatures, coming, as it does, during the coldest part of Feb­ 
ruary. 
It will be preceded aud followed by a cold wave and the 
warm wave will not cause high temperatures. 
I am not expecting very radical or severe weather with the 
above described distill hance. 
It will inaugurate a great upward 
trend of temperatures which will have reached their lowest not far 
from 15 and their highest not far from 28. Storm centers will move 
slower and weather changes be less frequent and less radical and 
precipitation very much less last half than first half of month. 
Immediately following February 9 temperatures will go to 
much lower degrees and precipitation largely increase. 
The vari­ 
ous weather features will hurry across the continent from west to 
east and cold waves will be the order. 
I advise to prepare for 
bad weather and plenty of it February 9 to 15. 
Indications are that speculators are loosening their grip on 
grain prices in order to let the latter resume their natural places. 
These speculators have the producers by the throat and absolute­ 
ly dictate prices. 
But those farmers who can hold their grain, 
particularly corn, will get better prices.
